Throw all vegetable and fruit peelings, 
anin fact, all kinds of rubbish where 
the tide will cover it; or, better still, 
burn all accumulations of trash. Get 
your rat trape and rat poison where the 
rats are most numerous, and go after 
the peste rough-shod.

In the drawing rooms I was sur-| 
prised to see a monkey running about 
and some birds feeding, but I soon saw 
that monkey and birds were worked) 
into many a design; a hen with her! 
ebicks were also utilized. Flowers and 
trees they had around them, and the 
puplis had to create, not copy. 

In the turners’ room were fifteen) 
lathes. In the seulptoers’ room pupils 
were at work. Quite a picturesque group 
was formed as the workmaster stood 
over a lad who, with mallet and chisel, 
Was working out of a rough wood block 
the figure of a laughing fawn.

The Renard road motor-train, con- 
sisting of a motor of 75 horsepower 
and three coaches, two for passengers 
and one for baggage, was exhibited at 
the Olympia Motor Show fn England 
recentiy, and proved so successful that 
the possibility of the extensive use of 
such trains Is seriously discussed.

HOT WEATHER SMOKING. 





Not Up to the Average of the Plenaa- 
auter Sensons of the Vear. 
That very hot weather or very 
weather—in fact, any sort of uncon 
fortable weather—is bad for trade ts 
the opinion of the great majority of re 
taflers, says the Tobacco Journal. 

There are a few denlers who take 
the contrary view, asserting that the 
per capita consumption of clgars ts not 
at all affected by the weather—vertaln 
ly not by hot weather. 

“Here 1s the principal thing that 
makes dealers belleve that men do not 
smoke much In het weather.” sald one 
experienced and observant dealer in a 
small city. “In hot weather sales are 
very short during the day. Lots of 
regular smokers go all day without 
smoking, 

“But if rou want to convince your 
self that they do st!ll smoke just make 
a round of the places where cigars are 
sold after dinner. Every one of then 
has {ts bunch of patrons, who stay 
around all evening and smoke. 

“The man who has rot smoked al! 
day makes up for it in the evening. If 
he Is In the habit of smoking six c! 
gars tn a day he will not quit wit! 
less than four or five during the even 
{ng. Then there will be a cool day o 
easionally, when he will make up for 
any shortage that may exist." 

This may be true of small towns, 
but we are still of the opinion that a 
hot spell In New York decreases the 
consumption of cigars. Of course this 
{a {n a large measure due to the fact 
that when the temperature {fs abnor 
mally high people endeavor to get out! 
of town as much as possible. 

But there is also that considerable 
cen of oceasional smokers who only 

moke when ther can do so !n comfort 
aan most of whose smoking {ts done out 
of doors. Those 
got into the habit of smoking at home

Wind Power Stored Up. 

“It has often been asserted that one 
of the great drawbacks to the geueral 
use of windmills is the fact that when 
most needed the wind is at fault,” says 
the Technical World Magazine. “They 
may serve pasanbly well for milliug 
and pumping purposes as they do when 
placed in localities where there are 
regular, brisk wind to depend upon. 
But for mechanical work that can only 
be carried on during the ordinary elght 
to ten hour workday this becomes a 
serious Inconvenience, As wind power 
ig available in most places from five 
to eight houra, and often twelve hours 
In the twenty-four, a means of storage 
of power for use at the time and place 
required would make it possible to ob- 
tain a uniform power durlag eight or 
ten hours from the Intermittent power 
of the twenty-four. 

“This is exactly what a new power 
accumulator just brought out is des!gn- 
ed to de, and not only to accumulate | 
Intermittent power for twenty-four 
hours, but for eeveral bundred hours | 
when necessary.”
